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Wesleyan  College  Opens  its  142nd  Year: 

The  current  College  year  began  on  August  28  when  the  new  Tri-K  freshmen 
arrived  for  orientation.  Classes  started  on  September  1.  In  the  student  body, 
about  the  same  size  as  last  year,  are  women  from  four  foreign  countries,  15 
from  Japan,  two  from  Taiwan,  one  from  Thailand,  and  a Rotary  Exchange  student 
from  England.  Eleven  percent  are  adult  women  continuing  or  beginning  education 
that  was  interrupted. 

During  the  five-day  orientation  new  students  and  their  parents  partici- 
pated in  Wesleyan's  unique  peer  counseling  program.  A welcome  by  President  W.  Earl 
Strickland,  a discussion  of  curricula  by  Dean  Oscar  C.  Page,  meetings  with  Joyce 
R.  Schafer,  Dean  of  Students,  with  advisers  and  faculty,  also  student  leaders 
were  interspersed  with  sings  and  social  events.  President  and  Mrs.  Strickland 
entertained  parents  and  freshmen  at  receptions  at  their  home,  Bradley  Hall. 

On  September  1 a Merchants'  Festival,  with  exhibits  by  21  Macon  merchants, 
was  held  at  Candler  Alumnae  Center's  Oval  Hall.  That  afternoon  the  Council  on 
Religious  Concerns  gave  a Meet-Your  Ministers  Picnic  at  Foster  Lake.  Student- 
Faculty  Assembly  heard  Ms.  Bette  Anderson,  Under  secretary  of  the  Treasury,  former 
VP  at  C 6 S Bank,  Savannah,  speak  on  September  6. 

The  full  program  included  a slumber  party  for  Day  Students,  sundaes  at 
Schafers',  a picnic  at  the  Anderson  Cabin,  and  a briefing  on  Wesleyan  history  and 
traditions  by  Mary  Hatfield  Pate,  speech  professor. 

For  the  second  year  Wesleyan  is  observing  a 4-A-l  semester  system,  four 
months  in  the  fall  and  spring  followed  by  a May  term  of  one  month. 


Early  Alumnae  Council  is  Success: 

A select  group  composing  the  Alumnae  Council  came  to  campus  September 
8-9  to  work  out  plans  and  projects  for  the  year.  It  was  exciting,  it  was  productive, 
it  was  fun,  all  agreed.  Sandi  Bell  Shipp,  Alumnae  President,  commended  the  women 
for  their  fresh  approach  to  problems  old  and  new.  As  guests  of  the  College  they 
gathered  for  dinner  Thursday,  met  with  freshmen  and  Student  Alumnae,  spent  the 
night  in  newly  painted  Wortham  Dorm,  had  breakfast  together  and  worked  through  lunch 
on  Friday.  A special  attraction  was  the  Reverend  John  Ed  Mathison,  Montgomery 
minister  and  tennis  pro,  who  spoke  Thursday  evening  on  developing  the  "total 
person".
